Whon he camo in Mrs. Leo, whoso
namo was Nellie, was sitting in Yang Fon's
room talking with him. She was ploasod
onough to seo hor husband, but ho scomod
sulky and vexed at something or othor. Uo
wouldn't say much to Yang, who wont out
protty soon.

" Sam bad brought a bag full of things up
with him from tho boat. Out of this bag ho
took tho sharp dagger, which ho had plckod
up whilo ho was away, nt somoplaco or other,
lie put it on a chair in his room.

V lie was restless, and kept moving around,
and once or twice I saw his black oyos rest
on Mrs. Leo, and then ho would movo about
somo moro. Bho didn't takomuch notlco of
him, bocatue he was a very quiet man, and
Eoinotlmes used to go for hours without say.

' What's tho matter with John ? He's been
around pretty cross, and has been filling up
at tho saloons.' So Sam was probably worso
thun over when ho went homo.

" I Bold I didn't know. Ouessod he was
feeling out of sorts. I concluded I wouldn't
go into tho house until it was tlmo for mo to
go to bod, becauso I didn't want to soe him
carrying on like that, aud I didn't liko tho
way he had cut Poll's head off. Ho looked
so savago whilo ho was doing it. So I went
with somo of tho other boys around to a storo
on tho street

"I BawYang.Fon going into the houso
soon after I got back. Ho was lator
than usual. I told him to look out for
Sam, and told hira wlint ho had dona to the
parrot and tho kiud of daggor ho had. Yang
laughod and said ho wasn't afraid of his do-
ing anything bad that ho was a quiot follow.
Thou ho went upstairs.

" I waited down somo time longer. I Baw
the lamp lit, and that sccmod as if things
wero going all right.

" no stabbed Yang in tho back fivo or six
times as fast as ho could. It didn't take half
a minute, ho was so quick about it. Yang
gave a groan and tumbled to tho floor.

" Nellio had not realized at first what was
done. But as nhe saw her husbaud driving
the dirk into poor Yang like lightning she
saw that his bad temper had broken out.

Among Twenty Hungry Patronnae-Hrr-k.

and Lower Holnrles.

Tho Board of Estimato and Apportionment
set aside tho following amounts to pay tho
clerical force of tho Board of Aldormcn t

Clerk, 15,000; Deputy, 12,600; lour clerks at
11,200 each; four ilerks at 11,(00 each; hergeant-at-Arm- s,

1900; Librarian, 11,000; two messengers,
1900; total, $20, oou.

Francis J. Twomoy and Bichard E. Mott
havo already been elected Clerk and Deputy
Clerk, and this leaves 912.600 worth of pat-rona-

to be distributed among tho Alder-
men. The two official solected are credited
at large and havo no individual Aldormanio
backers.

Thero aro twonty-thrc- o Democratio mem-to- rs

of tho Board. President Forster,
Dowling and Financo Com-

mittee Chairman Divver, by virtue
of tho honor heaped upon them, aro
not entitled to any pntronago. This
leaves S12.C00 worth of offico holding to
bo divided among twenty huugTy Aldermen.

If thero should no au equitable division of
this sum among twenty Aldermon, tho

each 'would receive a salary of
!;G'25 a year. Hut tho patronago cannot bo di-

vided that way.
If the Bclicdulo of tho Hoard of Apportion-

ment is followed thero are only twaho places
outsido of tho Clerk and Deputy Clerk at tho
disposal of tho twenty, Aldermen. 'Ihus
eight Aldermen would havo to bo left out in
tho cold if the plums woro divided by a draw-
ing out of a hat.

Tho result is that tho twenty Aldermen
havo mado up their minds that tho proper
thing to do would bo to apportion tho 12,500
among tho would-b- o clerks and to pick oil
$500 from tho bularics of tho Clork aud
Deputy Clerk to throw into a grab bag or
genoral clorical fund. But a doubt exists as
to the power of tho Aldermen to chango tho
schedule promulgated by the Board of Ap-
portionment.

Tho plot whore the present structure

stands was purchased for $11,000, but the
financial pauio coming on nt that time, no at-

tempt was made to build, and in fact it was
as much as Father Donnelly could do to save
the property ho had purchased.

Sen ices wero hold for feeral years In a
smnll chape) In tho rear of tho property,
which w as opened on Sept. 20,1857. Tho
bnsoinent of the church, which had been
commenced meanwhile, was completed and
roofed over in lb61, and after that tlmo ser-
vices wore held thero until 1801, when that
part of tho church van finished and dedi-
cated by Archbishop Hughes, on April 10,
18&1.

After the death of Archbishop Hughes,
Father Donnelly went abroad for his health,
and on his rotuni ho raised monoy to buy ad-
ditional lots, and the building of tho pro-
posed edition was then carred on to its com-
pletion in 18G8, when it extended from stroot
to btrcct, withau imposing frontago on Ninth
avenue.

It was rcdedicnted on May 17 of that year
by Archbishop McClo?l:oy.

Connected with tlio church aro tho paro-
chial school buildings, for boys and girls,
tho Sunday-schoo- l, tho nttendnnco of which
has bt.cn built up to 1,200, and a theological
school, tho Young Men's Lyeouni, nnd tho
Association of Kt. Michael's. Tho cost of tho
church and its buildings a over $400,000.
nnd the dobt, which ut uno timo reachod

.133,272, was entirely extinguished in 1885,
when the ceremony of consecration took
placo. Tho entire expenditures of tho
church from its foundation up to tho present
time have amounted to nearly $1,200,000.

Tho Bov. Arthur J. Donnelly, who has
been the pastor of tho church since its
foundation, wns born Jan. 10, 1820, in Attry,
County Kildaro, Ireland. His parents camo
to New York in 1SJ7, and ho was educated at
tho school of St. Mary's Church, in this city.
His parents intending him for business, ho
entered, at tho age of fourteen, a dry-goo-

houso in Patersou, where ho remained somo
timo, and thon went into tho storo of Ford &
Taylor, at that time located in Catharino
street.

In 1831 ho entered into a copartnership
with his coubin, David P, Campion, and thoy
opened a dry-goo- storo in Nowark undor
tho firm namo of Campion & Donnolly,

He abandoned commercial lifo, howover,
for tho church in 1810, and began in that
year his theological studios at St. Joseph's
Seminary under tho Jesuit Fathers, nnd was
ordained a priest by Archbishop Hughes at
St. Patrick's Cathedral Oct. G, 1852. Ills
first work was to organize tho parish of tho
Annunciation in Manliattauvillo, which ho
successfully accomplished, nnd in October,
1855, ho was transferred to Fordham, where
ho assumed tho procuratorship of St. Joseph's
Seminary.

His remarknblo exocutivo ability was
shown early in his career, nnd when two
years later he was assigned to the parish of
St. Michael's, ho was able to oxcrt his talents
in a wider field. The success of his efforts is
shown by tho present prosperous condition
of St. Michael's Church, which is probably
tho most influential parish on the west side.

Father Donnelly has for many years been
a member of tho Advisory Council of the
Archbishop, and last year was appointed
Vicar-Gener- in tho placo of Vicar-Gener- al

Quinn, who died whilo travelling abroad last
summer.

POOR PEOPLE WHO BUFPEB FEOM TUB J
GREED OF MIDDLEMEN.

Women and Glrla Compelled to Work la
Ilox-lJk- e Itnoms for a. Bare Pittance

, Something Hhnuld be Done to Dreak Up
the Tcnemcnt.Ilouse Nystem Gregory
Wclimteln'a Views of the matter.

Many of tho workingwomen and girls who
suffer from tho tcncmcnt-hous- o system and
the middlemen on the east s'de aro in a con. ,

dition of tho most abject poverty. Their
strugglo for bread Is indeed a hard one, and
bread is about all they got, and very little of
that. ',

Gregory Wolnstcln, an intelligent printer, '

who is well known in organized labor circles
as an cnergetio worker among the poor
people aud who has endeavorod to got them
to aid in bettering thoir condition, said to-
day to nu Evening Wohld reporter :

" The statement of The Evenino WonLD
some timo ago regarding the condition of tho
poor women who work in tho tenements on
tlio cast Bido was not oxnggoratod in tho least.
Ihao seen women and littlo girls packed
liko eardines in a box in ono or two rooms,
all working as if thoir very lives depended '
upon it, and it does, for they got but a mcro
pittanco for their labor from tho mon who
put work in thcin bauds aud from which thoy
Uerivo a big profit hud grow fat and lazy.

" Tho combined efforts of a family of fivo '
will not bring moro thnn 12 a week, and
they work doy aud night for that. Thon
when ono or moro of them fall sick, as tboy
often do from sheer exhaustion and lack of
proper food, they aro set baok and becomo
poorer than before, if that wero possible.

"I think that something should bo dono
to break up tho system undor which thoy
work.

" Thoy nro employed in making all kinds
of garments for men who obtain contracts
from largo concerns, and tbeso middlemen
fleece these poor women by taking advantage-o- f

thoir povorty and forcing them to work
at the prices thoy offer or get no work at all.
In many instances thoso leeches aro abso-
lutely cruel and heartloss, aud novor lend a
helping hand to tho poor unfortunates who
aro icully slaves to them." '
